I think that’a good thing to keep 
in mind is that a window with its 
curtains should be as much like a 
picture in its frame as possible. Where 
it Is practical, I think it is always 
wisest not to cover the entire window- 
pane even with thin gauze or net cur- 
tains. Certainly in the country it is 
a pity, even in a bedroom, to shut 
out the vistas of trees or flowers, It 
is a good idea to have these thin in- 


‘side curtains made go that thev can 


be drawn apart. 

Another interesting and convenient 
wav of using the inside curtains to 
their best advantage is to have them 
cut in half—that is, one pair for the 
upper part of the window and one 
for the lower. In this way the upper 
pair ean be drawn together should 
light be too strong, leaving the 
lower ones apart: thus the view, 
whatever jt may be. will not be lost. 

I was asked the other day if window 
shades were not being abolished. In 
my next article I shall explain why 
I answered “No” with great feeling.
